Flight to Oregon Hijacked 


MIAMI (AP) — Passengers bound for chilly 
northwest Oregon, found themselves on a Caribbean 
island this moming—the second group of airborne 
tourists 
brought 
at 
gunpoint 
to 
Cuba within 
forty-eight hours. 
United Air Lines officials said 75 persons were 
aboard Flight 598 Sunday night when Capt. John 
Kolons radioed that a gunman had entered the 
cockpit. 
Kolons diverted the San Diego-Portland, Ore., 
flight when nearing Los Angeles and flew to Tijuana, 
Mexico, where it was refueled for the trip to Cuba. 
United said the plane left Havana at 6:44 a.m. It 
landed in Miami at 7:24. 
The Boeing 727 three-engine jet touched down at 
Havana’s Jose Marti airport at 3:46 a.m. EST, about 
51/2 hours after the hijacker stepped into the 
cockpit. 
A United spokesman said he did not think any of 
the new federal skymarshals was aboard the plane. He 
added that the United boarding gate at San Diego 
does not have a magnetometer to detect the presence 
of weapons on the persons of passengers. 
The arrival of the United jet in Havana came on 
the heels of a similar air piracy of a National Air 
Lines flight.

Just a few years ago, teen- agers sneaked a beer now 
and then if they wanted to be daring. Then came the 
switch co marijuana - with som e neophyte swinger« 
moving on to LSD and pep pills. But now youngsters in 
colleges and high schools are being attracted to something 
new for them and more deadly - heroin. 
“Within a couple of years, every high school and every 
college in the country will be inundated by heroin.” 
warns Dr. Donald H. Louria, president o f the New York 
State Council on Drug Addiction. Som e experts regard 
his statement as extreme. Others trace the rise in heroin 
to the federal crackdown on mairjuana which made grass 
harder 
to 
get 
while heroin, or “ horse,” remained 
accessible. 
But 
no 
one 
seems 
to 
dispute 
Dr. 
Louria’s 
contention that“all of a 
sudden, 
unpredictably, this 
dangerous 
addictive 
drug has 
grown 
in 
frightening 
popularity." In New York City, 33 teen-agers have died 
after using heroin during the first two m onths of this 
year. During 1969, the total number of teen- age deaths 
there from heroin was 224. One addict was only 12 years 
old. 
Heroin, or dacetyl morphine, has been around for 
more than 70 years. At first it was administered as a 
substitute to people who were addicted to morphine. 
.Soon it was determined that heroin was more addictive 
than morphine. By the 19 2 0 ’s, addicts were injecting it 
directly into their veins. Legalized heroin processing has 
been halted in the United States and it is no longer used 
officially even as a pain killer. 
Dr. 
Stanley 
F. 
Yolles, 
director of the National 
Institute of Mental Health, estimates that there are about 
110,000 to 125,000 “abusers” in the United States. “ It is 
a problem that is growing at an alarming rate,” he adds. 
To an increasing extent, hard narcotics are being linked 
to street crimes as addicts seek the $50 or $75 a day they 
need to feed their habit. 
Narcotics became a problem for the politicians when 
the white middle class became afflicted. Hard drugs, such 
as heroin, had been a scourge o f the black slums for 
years, but few people noticed. In Washington, students 
tell of pushers entering ghetto schools to peddle Iheir 
wares. Now, the problem cuts across race and class lines. 
Alarm over the increasing use of narcotics has not 
been confined to the United States. It has spread to 
Europe, where the problem was relatively controlled until 
a few 
years ago. One result of the upsurge is that Britain 
is considering abandoning as unworkable its practice o f 
giving free and legal heroin to addicts. The system had 
bpen suggested as a solution for the links between crime 
and drug abuse in America. 
President Nixon recently emphasized the seriousness 
of mounting drug use in the schools. He ordered a six- fold 
increase-- to $12.4 million - in the 1971 fiscal year in 
programs to inform teachers and students of the dangers 
o f drug abuse. Efforts are lieing made to get Turkey and 
other nations to crack down on heroin production. 
Across

nation,

panicked- com m unities are launching their own action 
programs. In some areas, vigilantes are trying to drive out 
the dope pushers. But as the demand from heroin grows, 
so does the resourcefulness and determination o f those 
who profit from the deadly trade.

Jane’s Fighting Ships. 
In its 1970-71 edition, Jane’s said the United States 
and British fleets are being reduced to danger levels while 
the Russian navy undergoes “spectacular” growth. 
As a result, editor Raymond Blackman said in a 
foreword. “There is no hiding place from the hammer 
and sickle.” 
There is little startlingly new in the Jane’s report. 
American naval experts have been warning for years of 
the decline o f the United States fleet,w hile at the same 
time pointing to the Soviet U nion’s rapid naval expansion 
both of surface and underwater fighting vessels. 
The alarmi ig aspect is that the trend not only is 
eonti ming but seems accelerating. While we tread water 
Russia's 
shipbuilding program - naval and merchant 
marine steams full speed ahead. 
As recently as five years ago the American fleet was 
considered the strongest in the world. We literally ruled 
the waves. rl his is no longer so. 
The apparent apathy of some in Congress toward 
national defense and the “encroaching obsolescence” of 
much of our fleet is draining maritime power. 
Said Jane’s Editor Blackman of America’s naval force:

Rickover recently said that nuclear aircraft carriers 
probably must carry a large burden o f America’s defense 
in the future. The admiral is also a strong proponent o f 
nuclear 
submarines, 
the 
developm ent of which 
he 
pioneered. 
The United States lags sadly in the production of both 
of these critically needed stragegic vessels. Present plans 
for our naval program give little hope o f any immediate 
change in policy. 
This is pure folly. How can our ebbing naval strength 
hope to keep pace with the Soviet’s drive to attain 
supreme sea power? 
The hammer and sickle becomes increasingly more 
om inous - spreading over the seas and clouding the air. 
The Russians are striving for overall military superiority, 
as evidence by reports of their massive effort to build up 
an overwhelm ing arsenal o f intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. 
Adm ittedly it would be expensive to replace worn- 
out fighting ships and build new nuclear vessels. But, as 
Jane’s so clearly points out, it is som ething which 
“cannot be further delayed if the Navy is to have the 
combat capabilities which the United States can rely on 
in the future.”

was not as funny as I thought. 
Someone, he said, should really

organized crime. 
Well, 
someone has 
been 
doing just that in this state, 
t h r o u g h 
his 
ef for t s 
and 
dedication have been lost in the 
swamp of some red hot and 
some tepid oratory which we all 
m ust cover during campaigns. 
But the story o f this man, 
this New York State Senator, 
John H. Hughes, m ust not be 
lost It m ust not become a silent 
age, for 
there are few states 
which 
are 
immune 
to

infiltration of the courts, the 
prosecutor’s

gendarmerie. 
As the chairman of the Joint 
Legislative Com m ittee on Crime, 
Its Causes, Control and Effect

thousands o f felony arrests over 
the years - but convictions were 
as rear as Jet football victories.

oath 
of 
silence, rests out his days amid 
pleasant weather inside a federal 
correction institution. 
It is fair to surmist that Sen. 
Hughes came away with 
the 
names of four or five men who

flew 
hom e,

contact and learned from them

T h at’s b lunt enough. Senator 
Hughes works from the record. 
He has put the mob chiefs on the 
com m ittee’s witness stand for 
some four years now. He has the 
records. He knows the businesses 
and

infiltrated. His reserach staff has 
been going over thousands of 
court 
cases 
- 
not 
by 
cold 
metallic 
com puter, 
but 
by 
human hand and brain guided by 
instincts of human decency. 
Let not, then, his story and 
crusade be lost in the tidal wave

g h o st wr i t t e n

“Nothing is more important than a package from home. 
[Along with the time spent preparing the contents and the 
love that is packed with it, it is important that such pack­ 
ages arrive in good shape and that food items are still 
fresh and tasty. The following should be helpful for pack­ 
ing food that is not vacuum packed or in sealed containers: 
“Plastic wraps are indispensible for wrapping a few 
I cookies together or several pieces of candy in a neat little 
packet. This cuts down on crumbling and keeps the items 
fresher longer. This makes it easy for the serviceman to 
slip a treat from home into his pocket and carry it along 
to his work area. Cupcakes pack well and, when frosted 
.clear to the edges of the cupcake papers, the sugar frosting 
makes a good seal to help 
:keep the cake part fresh.

put in a container, such 
as a coffee can with a lid, 
a box or a plastic con­ 
tainer.

Reagan Charisma 
Frustrates Unruh

LOS ANGELKS (NEAI 
California's Gov. Ronald Reagan at 59 has lost none of 
the wit, charm and skill which made him a new political 
star in 1966, but there’s a chance he may not beat his 1970 
rival, Jess Unruh, as badly as most forecasters have been 
saying. 
The common talk is Reagan by 900,000 to 1 000,000, with 
some polls showing percentages that t r a n s l a t e to still 
higher margins. But one seasoned Republican strategist 
thinks this is giddy stuff. A talented observer notes, too, 
that registration favoring Democrats is up 400,000. that 
Unruh doesn't bear the scars of office as Edmund (Pat) 
Brown did in 1966, and that in the June primary Unruh ran 
strong in Los Angeles blue-collar sectors presumably dis­ 
turbed by the violence Reagan uses so shrewdly as a cam ­ 
paign gambit. 
Better than anybody on the hustings anywhere. Reagan 
can still gun out the jokes, give his listeners a buoyant 
charge, even disarm persistent hecklers. He is the master 
performer. 
But the verbal dance-abouts of the uncertain freshman 
challenger are largely gone. The man today is seasoned 
and sobered by four years of problems in office and a far- 
out 1968 bid for the presidency. 
Just as common as his wit now is a seem ing rough can­ 
dor befitting the veteran of the political wars. Asked in 
Burbank why he didn’t debate the frustrated Unruh. Rea­ 
gan replied: 
"That’s just a campaign stratagem. Four years ago I 
drove Pat Brown crazy demanding that he debate me 
Now. with Unruh. my gam e plan calls for saying let him 
get his own audience.” 
In 1966 Reagan had to spend a lot of time proving an 
actor could be a plausible choice for governor. Today no­ 
body with a brain doubts that he has one. Whatever the 
real merits of his incumbency, he knows how to convey the 
impression of success, of a man in command. 
To the extent that crim e, unrest, the chaos of welfare, 
high taxes and the bigness of government are still with 
California (worse in some cases, he concedes). Reagan 
lays blame at the door of Unruh and his Democratic legis­ 
lative followers in Sacramento. 
Unruh. hurting some for money for television, still not 
shucked of his old “ Big Daddy” image as a backroom 
maneuverer, almost as angry at the ‘eastern press” as 
Vice President Agnew (for predicting his defeat», has gone 
sourly about portraying Reagan as the rich man’s helper— 
the sam e tactic being used this fall against GOP Sen. 
George Murphy. 
Unruh’s device is a kind of traveling street art exhibit, 
complete with easel and blown-up charts, allegedly dam ­ 
aging letters • proving.” says the challenger, that the gov­ 
ernor is 
owned lock, stock and barrel bv the oil interests 
ol this state.” 
Unruh, as indicated, may do better Nov. 3 than his doom- 
criers say. But if he does, it won’t be because he endears 
himself to anybody.

He Has Felt Red 
Knife in the Back

This reporter has had long private talks recently with 
Mr Do Quang Giai (pronounced Zan. whom s°m e Ame: 
cans refer to as the ‘Senator Fulbright of South V ietnam. 
I ike Fulbright Giai is chairman of his country s Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee And he’s a leading and vocal 
political opponent ot his country s president and his ad 
ministration. (Actually. Giai is the deputy chief of the m a­ 
jor opposition bloc in the Senate.) 
But there the similarity ends. 
Giai is violently anti-Hanoi. He is a vice-president of 
South Vietnam’s anti-Communist League. Though heis. wi - 
ing to give the vote and the privilege ot running for office 
to Soutn Vietnam's Communists if they pledge themsehf 
to renounce force, he firmly believes the Communists will 
not be willing to lav down their arms and live in peace. 
Giai thinks President Nixon’s disengagement policy is 
well-conceived and well carried out 
Now there are several reasons why Giai does not see eye 
to eye with his American counterpart. Fulbright. 
• For one. three of G iai’s sons, nationalist guerrillas in 
the war for independence against France were killed by 
Ho Chi Minh’s Communists. They were not killed in ¡jaJJle 
but during a period of truce at a time when the Commu­ 
nists and nationalists were allies 
• Giai was mayor of Hanoi when the C ommunists took 
over after the end of the war with France. He saw the set­ 
ting up of the coalition government He watched but could 
do nothing as 46 non-Communist deputies m the national 
coalition legislature (all but two ot the non-C ommunists in 
the legislature) were, one by one, killed or kidnaped by 
Ho’s men. This taught him a lesson in what the Communists 
mean by coalition government. Giai fled south. 
When one listens to Giai talk in his quiet voice, one sees 
the obvious personal modesty and sincerity and thinks ot 
the troubles he and others who have tried to work with the 
Communists have been through, it is difficult to see how 
the Paris talks could reach any agreement which has am 
hope of succeeding. 
For how can these men trust a coalition’’ Or how can 
other men trust a coalition, knowing of these experiences. 
Can one honestlv sav the men in Hanoi have changed 
is 
there evidence of this? And if there is no evidence, then 
how is lasting peace to be achieved except by helping the 
South Vietnamese to build themselves politically and eco­ 
nomically to a point where the war w.nds down simply be­ 
cause the Communists do not have the strength to force 
their will?

On receipt of his ballot the voter shall forthwith, and without leaving the enclosed 
space, retire alone to one of the voting booths provided, and shall prepare his ballot for 
voting in the following m anner: 
Should the voter desire to vote a "straight” party ticket he shall place a cross (X) 
m ark in the circle immediately below the party name. 
If the voter desires to vote for one or more candidates on more than one party 
ticket, by voting what is commonly called a "split ticket” he may place a cross (X) mark 
in the circle imm ediately below one party name and mark cross (X) marks in the squares 
at the left of the names of candidates on other tickets for whom he wishes to vote; if 
the voter desires to vote for one or more candidates whose name or names do not ap­ 
pear on the printed ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name 
of candidate for such office, and writing below such canceled name the name of person 
for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross m ark in the square at the left of such 
name. The squares so m arked shall take precedence over the cross marked in the circle. 
W here there are two or more candidates for like office in a group, a cross (X) mark in 
the square to the left of a candidate's name autom atically votes against the candidate 
whose name appears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the circle 
in which appears the cross (X) mark, unless the voter indicates another candidate to 
be voted against by drawing a line through such candidate’s name. 
All candidates of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for ex­ 
cepting where squares are crossed preceding the names of the candidates in other 
columns. If two or more candidates for the same office are thus designated, neither 
•hall be counted. If the cross (X) is not placed in the circle immediately below the 


party name at the head of the column, but does appear in the squares opposite the 
various candidates’ names, then only these names shall be counted for, and none other. 
A cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line at any angle within the voting 
space, and no ballot shall be declared void because a cross (X) m ark therein is ir­ 
regular in form. 
It is unlawful to deface or tear a ballot in any m anner or to erase any printed name 
(except as provided above in this section), figure, word or letter therefrom , or to erase 
any mark made thereon by the voter, or enclose in the folded ballot any other paper or 
any article. If the voter defaces or tears a ballot, or wrongly marks the name or makes 
an erasure therein, he may obtain one additional ballot on returning to a judge in charge 
of the ballots the one so defaced or wrongly marked. He shall at once mark and vote 
the ballot and the spoiled ballot shall be marked "void” in the voter’s presence. A per­ 
son who does not vote a ballot delivered to him shall, before leaving the polling place, 
return the unvoted ballot to the judges having charge of the ballots. 
A ballot placed in the ballot box without any marks shall not be counted. Ballots shall 
be counted only for the person for whom the marks thereon are applicable; when a 
voter places a mark against two or more names for the same office, and only one candi­ 
date is to be chosen for the office, none of the candidates is deemed to have been 
voted for and the ballots shall not be counted for either candidate. 
Before leaving the booth the voter shall fold his ballot in such a m anner as to conceal 
his marks thereon. He shall mark his ballot without undue delay. He shall then deposit 
his ballot in the ballot box being used at that time and shall quit and leave the en­ 
closed place as soon as possible.

One secondary state elective office which 
ought to remain as independent as possible 
is that of State Auditor. This should sepm 
particularly true after two years of political 
quarreling over how much money the state 
has, how the m o n e y is kept in politically- 
favored banks and how well taxes are collected. 
Against this background of confusion if not 
incompetency, we c o m m e n d the November 
election as State Auditor of Christopher Bond, 
able young Mexico attorney, until recently an 
assistant attorney general. “ Kit” Bond is a Re­ 
publican who promises not only to check on 
how Democratic administrations have handled 
state funds, but also to make the Auditor’s of­ 
fice the post of fiscal responsibility it should be. 
For 17 years now that office has been occu­ 
pied by Haskell Holman, who seems to turn 
up on time for all political and public gather­ 
ings, but whose audits are often too late to be 
useful. A committee of certifed p u b l i c ac­ 
countants studied Mr. Holman’s office and re­ 
ported such findings as these to Mr. Bond: 
In a staff of more than 100, the Auditor has 
only one certified public accountant. Some 
state audits were filed more than a year after 
the closing date of the period examined Cole 


County records w e r e not examined for 22 
years. The Auditor's office actually prepared 
the records for some state agencies and coun­ 
ties and then rubber-stamped its own work 
with its post-audits. The office has failed to 
follow accepted auditing standards or to es­ 
tablish uniform accounting systems for gov­ 
ernmental subdivisions. 
T h e s e inadequacies are bad enough and 
they are made worse by the possibility that a 
Democratic Auditor would not last long in of­ 
fice if his auditing work seriously challenged 
a Democratic Governor or his party.

DEAR POLLY — Ann asked for information concerning 
te mailing of cakes and cookies to her brother-in-law in 
Vietnam.

^Families and hope some of the suggestions that we give 
¿out in answer to inquiries will help Ann and others who 
are sending food packages to Vietnam. 
“Nothing is more important than a package from home. 
Along with the time spent preparing the contents and the 
love that is packed with it, it is important that such pack­ 
ages arrive in good shape and that food items are still 
fresh and tasty. The following should be helpful for pack­ 
ing food that is not vacuum packed or in sealed containers: 
“Plastic wraps are indispensible for wrapping a few 
‘cookies together or several pieces of candy in a neat little 
packet. This cuts down on crumbling and keeps the items 
fresher longer. This makes it easy for the serviceman to 
slip a treat from home into his pocket and carry it along

LOS ANGELES ( NEA) 
California’s Gov. Ronald Reagan at 59 has lost none of 
the wit, charm and skill which m ade him a new political 
star in 1966. but there's a chance he m ay not beat his 1970 
rival, Jess Unruh, as badly as most forecasters have been 
saying. 
The com m on talk is Reagan by 900.000 to 1 000.000. with 
som e polls showing percentages that t r a n s l a t e to still 
higher m argins. But one seasoned Republican strategist 
thinks this is giddy stuff 
A talented observer notes, loo. 
that registration favoring D em ocrats is up 400.000. that 
Unruh doesn’t bear the scars of office as Edmund 4 P at I 
Brown did in 1966. and that in the June prim ary Unruh ran 
strong in Los Angeles blue-collar sectors presum ably dis­ 
turbed by the violence Reagan uses so shrewdly as a cam ­ 
paign gam bit. 
Better than anybody on the hustings anyw here. Reagan 
can still gun out the jokes, give his listeners a buoyant 
charge, even disarm persistent hecklers. He is the m aster 
perform er. 
But the verbal dance-abouts of the uncertain freshm an 
challenger are largely gone. The man today is seasoned 
and sobered by four years of problem s in office and a far- 
out 1968 bid for (he presidency 


Just as com m on as his wit now is a seem ing rough can ­ 
dor befitting the veteran of the political wars. Asked in 
Burbank why he didn’t debate the frustrated Unruh. Rea 
gan replied: 
"That's just a cam paign stratagem 
Four years ago I 
drove Pat Brown crazy dem anding that he debate m e 
Now. with Unruh. my gam e plan calls for saying let him 
get his own audience " 
In 1966 Reagan had to spend a lot of tim e proving an 
actor could be a plausible choice for governor. Today no­ 
body with a brain doubts that he has one. W hatever the 
real m erits of his incum bency, he knows how to convey the 
im pression of success, of a man in com m and. 
To the extent that crim e, unrest, the chaos of w elfare, 
high taxes and the bigness of governm ent are still with 
California (w orse in som e cases, he con ced es), R eagan 
lays blam e at the door of Unruh and his D em ocratic leg is­ 
lative follow ers in Sacram ento. 
Unruh. hurting som e for m oney for television, still not 
shucked of his old “ Big Daddy" im age as a backroom 
m aneuvered alm ost as angry at the "eastern press" as 
Vice President Agnew (for predicting his defeat), has gone 
sourly about portraying R eagan as the rich m an’s helper— 
the sam e tactic being used this fall against GOT1 Sen. 
G eorge Murphy. 
Unruh's device is a kind of traveling street art exhibit, 
com plete with easel and blown-up charts, allegedly dam ­ 
aging letters "proving." says the challenger, that the gov­ 
ernor is "owned lock, stock and barrel by the oil interests 
ol this sta te.” 
Unruh, as indicated, m ay do better Nov. 3 than his doom- 
criers say. But if he does, it won't be because he endears 
him self to anybody.

He Has Felt Red 
Knife in the Back

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
This reporter has had long private talks recently with 
Mr. Do Quang Giai (pronounced Zai). whom some Ameri­ 
cans refer to as the “ Senator Fulbright of South Vietnam.” 
Like Fulbright. Giai is chairm an of his country's Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. And he’s a leading and vocal 
political opponent of his country’s president and his ad­ 
ministration. (Actually, Giai is the deputy chief of the m a ­ 
jor opposition bloc in the Senate.) 
But there the similarity ends. 
Giai is violently anti-Hanoi. He is a vice-president of 
South Vietnam’s anti-Communist League Though he’s will­ 
ing to give the vote and the privilege of running for office 
to Soutn Vietnam's Communists if they pledge themselves 
to renounce force, he firmly believes the Communists will 
not be willing to lay down their arm s and live in peace. 
Giai thinks President Nixon's disengagement policy is 
well-conceived and well carried out 
Now there are several reasons why Giai does not see eye 
to eye with his American counterpart. Fulbright. 
• For one, three of Giai’s sons, nationalist guerrillas in 
the war for independence against France, were killed bv 
Ho Chi Minh’s Communists. They were not killed in battle 
but during a period of truce at a time w’hen the Commu­ 
nists and nationalists were allies 
• Giai was mayor of Hanoi when the Communists took 
over after the end of the war with France. He saw the set 
ting up of the coalition government. He watched but could 
do nothing as 46 non-Communist deputies in the national 
coalition legislature (all but two of the non-Communists in 
the legislature» were, one by one, killed or kidnaped by 
Ho’s men. This taught him a lesson in what the Communists 
mean by coalition government 
Giai fled south 
When one listens to Giai talk in his quiet voice, one sees 
the obvious personal modesty and sincerity and thinks of 
the troubles he and others who have tried to work with the 
Communists have been through, it is difficult to see how 
the Paris talks could reach any agreement which has any 
hope of succeeding 
For how can these men trust a coalition0 Or how can 
other men trust a coalition, knowing of these experiences? 
Can one honestly say the men in Hanoi have changed? Is 
there evidence of this? And if there is no evidence, then 
how is lasting peace to be achieved except by helping the 
South Vietnamese to build themselves politically and eco­ 
nomically to a point where the war winds down simply be­ 
cause the Communists do not have the strength to force 
their will?
